In view of the fact that apples are plentiful this year, and arc likely 
to enter freely into the daily food of t" poor, the following recipes, 
taken from "The Book of Apple Deligh' i," issued by the Department oE 
Trade and Commerce at Ottawa, may prove useful.

into Headquarters each day. untile 
the Men's Social Department looked- 
as if it was preparing- ?or a siege. » 

News of these doings soon spread- 
over the city, and,.iaaay poor peopld- 
began to arrive at Headquarters tot' 
enquire about getting^ some apples*. 
They were asked to register th«t!~ 
names jn a book. Other names werd- 
sen't in t.y our-OfEcers in various- 
quarters of the dt>', .and by Uia^ 
friends who knew of some case oF 
destitution. Hundreds of names and'. 
addresses of gcnuiite distresucd' . 
families were £cor. known to The.- 
Army. 

Then Itegan the distribution of'' 
the apples. The bags were loaded! 
onto rigs and unemployed. men aid-, 
cd in the work of delivering them.. 

That there is real and widesprcaif. 
distress in the city is no Secret, it-- 
has been estimated that betweeiT' 
twenty and thirty ihou^jirtd people^- 
are out of work, and with winter.' 
coming on, their plight will be piti- 
ful. - Evidences of aeute privatioii:, 
muUiplicd'as our workers cuivttnuedl 
their rounds. In one instance, a. - 
father, mother, and five chUdreilA 
were found living in a cellar. Thi»- 
was no doubt an extreme case, hut. 
hundred*; testified I0 the fact thai:: 
■thoy.had been workless for ten or^ 
twelve weeks. One mair h^d dons- 
nothing but odd jobs for a year, be-: 
ing unable to Becure work at hlEf:' 
own trade of tailoring. ,'' 

Al! of them were very grateful fop- 
the apples, which will -aX teast hel^ 
to supplement their already slendei^" 
fare. A printed slip was left at each, 
house containing instructions oiii 
how to cure apples without cxpcnsci. 
thus making good food that' wouldf 
last for years. Many women tx^- 
pressed their surprise at the simplt-i 
city of the process, whieh^ simpljj; 
consists in peeling and coring thd- 
applcs, cutting them into quartersi: 
and stringing them on thread. Pre-* 
pared thus and hung up in a drx- 
place, they can be stored up_ for th^ 
winter without fear of deterioration^.
